of my life 

Oct 27, 1821. Saturday Mahomed Ef. 
fendi calied on me, and told me that he 
would now again r. ad the New Testament, 
and hoped that he may read it with a bet 
ter spirit than he had hitherto: he said to 
me. that I now have solved all the difficul- 
ties to him, but. had spoken to his heart, 
anc that he perceived by this, that Christi- 
anity speaks to tae heart, which is not the 
case with the Mahomedan religion ; the 
Mahomedan trembles and fears ! 

1 said, Friend, pray: and you will per- 
ceive and experience that Jesus is your 
Saviour? The Lord appeared already to 
Abraham in human shape; (Gen. xviii.) 
Jacob wrestled with the Lord; he saw God 
face to face 

Mahomed Effendi, (in deep melancholy 
| beg of you as you are going to Mount 
Sinai, to pray for me, that 1 may be enebledc 
to see whether Jesus is that angel in the 
wilderness !—1 may tell you, that I pray in 
secret five times a day. I owe you much; 
I beg you to lend me the Confesssion of 
St. Augustine 

I was sorry that I had not that book in 
my possession; but made him « present 
of Cowper’s poems, which I had, received 
myself as a present from De la Codamine 
at Malta, and withthe hymn-book of the 
Rev Mr. Hawtrey. 

Mzhomed Effendi. I have written a- 
gainst Christianity many, many years, and 
have perverted many; as soon as I shall be 
persuaded, I shall recant, and write the 
motives of my final reconciliation with 
( bristianity 

Nov. 24, 1821. We left Suex and ar- 
rived at Cario onthe 27th. ‘The Consul, 
Mr. Salt, and his whole family, received 
me with uncommon kindness, and Mr. 
Salt told me, that I might again have a 
room in his house, and he rejoiced my 
heart by telling me, thatMr English has 
given up the idea of remaining a Mahom- 
edan. 

Aov. 30, 1821 Mahomed Effendi (Tr 
English,) called on me to-day, and con- 
versed with me again for above two hours 
I told him what comfort and consolation | 
felt upon Mount Sinai, when ] addressed 
myself to that angel who had redeemed me 
from all evil; when I addressed myself to 
Jesus Christ who shall come again with 
power and great glory! Itold him that I 
prayed for him likewise, that he might re 
turn to the good Shepherd of souls; that 
he might come vack and pu'ylish his praise! 
Poor Mahomed Effendi is not yet so far ad- 
vanced as 1 wished. butis very much in- 
quiring St. Johnis sulla stumbiing-block 
to him, for he spake like a Platonist. 1 told 
him, that I have myself seen the servants 
of God, old’ men, without education, and 
without knowledge of the modern philo- 
sophy ; but they knew very well in their 
preaching the truth, to accommodate them- 
selves to the idiom whichis used at the 
present time among the philosophers in 
Kurope ; for true servants of Christ speak 
us they were moved by the Holy Ghost. 
St Jobn took no thought how or what he 
shake, for it was grven him in that same 
hour what he sfrcke.

tofs——and, upon this hypothesis, do not 
those who seal their testimony with theit 
blood, make as effectua! atonement as Je 
sus dil? Why i. cot the death of Stephen. 





and the other martyrs, mentioned as “ de- 


stroying déath and bim:that had'the power 
ef deathy” and procuring for us eternal life, 
ii (as these gentlemen say) Chiist were a 
mere creature as well as they? ihe doc- 
wines which Jesus taught were not new 
doctrines. ** He came not to destroy the 
law or the prophets.” They were promul- 
gated by the patriarchs and p:op ets. and 
sealed with the blood of those, “ Of whom 
the world was not worthy” ages before his 
advent. And subsequently, what rivers of 
blood have flowed to confirm the same 
truths? For the doctrines of the gospel are 
essentially the same in all ages And if 
we view Christ only as a martyr, he falls 
far below others in point of patience and 
magnanimity. How many have suffered 
as great bodily pain without uttering a sin- 
gle plaintive word, but rather exulted in 
tortures which had racked demoniac inge- 
nuity to invent! Did the prospect of the 
death of the cross produce the agony and 
the bloody sweat of the innocent Saviour, 
exposed tothe chilling night air, in Geth- 
semane’s Garden? Or, can it be accounted 
for in any way so.well, as admitting, what 
the Scriptures declare, * That He bare our 
sins”? 

But the gentlemen were, this evening, 
put toa stand by two questions proposed 
by agentleman, who, it seems had on form- 
er occasions. opposed them with great abi- 
lity. The second question, I do not recol- 
lect; for it was not taken up at ail. the 
first being more than they could manage 
for the evening. And though the subject 
had an eminent bearing, upon the one pro- 
posed for discussion, viz Tne atonement, 
yet they appeared to be passing over it un- 
noticed, till the gentleman, as above stated, 
called their attention to it, viz The cause 
of man’s unreconciledness with God 
How, and with whom it originated &c 
formed, as well as I can remen ber, the 
burden of the gentleman’s first question. 
They would not acknowledge man’s origi- 
nal and total depravity. They gave it the 
softer name of vanity. * The creature was 
made subject to vanity; not willingly, &c ” 
‘Thus they roundly asserted God to be the 
author of all our vanity, depravity, or what 
ever it may be called!!

They attempted to puzzle this puzzling 
genticman inturn, by asking, “ If God was 
ever any other than reconciled to His 
creatures ? Holding forth the idea that if 
God was unreconciled and should after- 
wards be reconciled He would be subject 
tochange ‘The gentleman found no diffi- 
culty in this: He said, “ That when Adam 
was innocent, he enjoyed the fevor of his 
God, who delighted in his own image im- 
pressed upon the work of His own hands ; 
but when man sinned he died spiritually, 
which, in other words, is losing the favor 
of God, and being destitute of his image, 
God could not delight in him as before : 
this, he said, argued no change in God.” 
This reasoning is sound as itis acute. [t 
pleased a great part of the audience ; and 
was comewhat enlarged upor by another 
speaker ; who arose and told the universal- 
ists, That they were the people who as- 
ciibed mutation to God, by saying that He 
loved and delighted in beings destitute of 
moral rectitude, the same as when pure 
and holy” IfGod, from the holiness and 
perity of his nature, beholds with compla- 
cency and delight, whatever bears His im- 
age, or is like Himself in holiness and pu- 
rity, must He not, from the same principle 
abhor whatever is the reverse ? certainly. 
If a being, then, once holy and pure be- 
comes sinful and polluted, must not God 
Himself have changed, if He deli¢hts in 
him as before? Let common sense dic- 
tate the reply: in this it accords with scrip- 
ture. 

The gentleman’s question was appoint- 
ed to be the subject of discussion at the 
next meeting, Thus they required a 
aveek to answer a question, which, would 
ey take the plain language of Revelation 
for their guide, they might answer in one 
moment Endeavouring to shin Scylla,they 
fall into Charybdis : in striving to form a 
system void of mystery, they abound in 
mistakes and mysteries too; and if their 
system be pursued, it will end in Misery.

LONDON BETHEL UNION. 

This interesting service was held on 
Tuesday, the 3d ult. on board the Man- 
chester, of Scarborough, Captain Walker, 
in Shadwell Dock ‘Vier, Lower Pool. The 
ship displayed in the morning the Bethel 
Flags, ensigns, and signal colours, the 
Union Jack having also a conspicuous 
place — This mecting was anticipated with 
much pleasure by our friends in the Lower 
Pool, an: particularly by the worthy Cap- 
tain of the Manchester and his crew, who 
had been anxious for many months to have 
it on board his vessel —The usual time to 
commence the service on these occasions 
is seven o'clock, but boats began to a:rive 
nearly an hour before, from above and be- 
low, as well as from the shore.

Gen xix 24 “ Thenthe Lord rained 
upon Sudom and Gomorrah, brimstoie and 
fire from the Lord, out of heaven” That 
our translators bave correctly rendered the 
Hebrew of this passage, will be evident 
from the following observations. 

1. When one Hebrew noun is governed 
by another, it is said io be in regimen, and 
has its termination altered, and the long 
vowel shortened: thus “ Dibray Elohim” 
(* the words of God”) instead of * Deba- 
rim Elohim” If sashamarw,” (heavens ) 
Gen xix 24 had been m regimen with 
* ychvvah,” it would have stood thus— 
** fashmey ychovah.” But there is no such 
Change in the word “ Aashama:m,” there- 
lore it cannot be in regimen with *vehovah.” 
2. The preposition “Min,” (i. e. from) 
is placed both before “yehoves,” «and 
 haxshama:m ;” the Hebrew teads thus— 
* Meeth yehovah, min hashumaim,” literal- 
ly rendered, “ from the Jehovah, out of 
tie heavens.” 

Ihe preposition “Min,” means /r m or 
out of, and always governs tie sblative 
case; and not a single instance can be 
shewn of “ Min” coming between two 
words which are ina state of regimen o1 
government. “ Meeth” in the otiginal is 
a contraction for, * “ Mincth ;” this word 
therefore occurs twice, and renders it im- 


‘hashamaim’” should be in u state of re-

Our present translation is therefore cor- 
rect, and the only alteration which can be 
made would reuder the passage stlli more 
emphatic, as it would stcnd thus— “Chen 
Jehovah caused to rain, u on Soden: and 
upon Gomorrah, Qiimotonie aud fie, from 
he Jehivah cut of the heavens.” Irom 
this appears that the criticism of our 
would-be- Hebrew schoiar, Amicus, is a-

EXTRACT. 
Edgefield 29th July, 1822 


Dear Brother,—I{t is with pleasure I am 
now able to tell you of the good things 
which God is doing for us at Steven’s 
Creek. Onthe 5th Sunday in June, while 
you were at the Convention. we held our 
Union Meeting, according to previous ap- 
pointment. The meeting began on Fri- 
day, and nothing special appeared until 
near the close of the exercises on Satur- 
day, when suddenly like an electric shock, 
the Divine power seemed to be poured out 
on the whole congregation As many us 
25 or 30 rose with an involuntary effort, 
and without particular invitation, came up 
crying for mercy, and begging the people 
of God to pray for them. It was truly as- 
tonishing—I never saw such things before 
—so universal an effect; such deep and 
agonizing sorrow, attended with so little 
noise and confusion. The Brethren felt 
that it was in answer to prayer, and liited 
up their hearts in praise to God = On Sun- 
day the effect was still greater. Although 
we had been longing and looking for a re- 
vival. and had enjoyed some tender sea- 
sons in private prayer, and in Church con- 
ference, while we talked familiarly of these 
things, yet after the first transport of joy 
and gratitude had subsided I had most dis- 
tressing doubts and fears. My heart was 
cold and callous, and even indifferent in 
prayer. I was ina distressing state of in- 
quiry as to the cause of these feelings, 
whether God was shewing me that it was 
not his work, and that it should soon sub- 
side : or whether I was to learn that it was 
not our prayers nor preaching, but his gra- 
‘cious arm alone, that we might be deeply 
humbled before him. Brother Biocker 
and {myself being mutually under these 
views and feelings, set out the next week 
following through the neighbourhood to 
see what God the Lord would say to us. 
The further we went the more were our 
hearts strengthened, and I bless God for 
the great things we saw and felt on that 
day. The hand of the Lord is in the work, 
and ina most powerful manner. In one 
settlement not far from the meeting house, 
the people have literally left off their do- 
mestic business, and are going night and 
day, far and near, where they can hear of a 
prayer meeting As the fruit of this re- 
vival, which is fast increasing and seems 
like to spreac, I have baptized twenty-five 
within the last three weeks; sixteen of 
them last Friday at Stephen’s Creek, when 
more than a thousand persons were pre- 
sent: and two in the village of Edgefield 
yesterday.
